There wouldn’t be much 
sense in working to restore the 
appearance and usefulness of the 
land if ifs apt to be mined again. 
Location of deposits of other 
minerals which may be developed 
by surface mining methods — 
Again, the m atter of restoring 
land only to possibly have it re­ 
worked. 
Relationship to water resources 
development, 
flood 
control 
and 
1 recreation—And with this comes 
I worked-over land into harmony 
with the area around it, maintain­ 
ing a natural balance. 
Avilability of manpower from

Best o f all, as a poten tial way of brin g in g 
Ohio to fav orable atten tion , it wou ld do these 
thin g s m a way that cou ld n ot possibly be 
con stru ed as u n frien dly to the labor u n ion s, 
becau se Gov . DiSalle’s proposal is to en act 
in to law the basic poin ts in the ethical prac­ 
tices code adopted by AFL-CIO. Con sequ en tly , 
n o AFL-CIO u n ion can oppose it on the 
g rou n ds that it wou ld be hu rtfu l to leg itimate 
u n ion ism. 


The g ov ern or, himself, moreov er, is a tried 


an d tru e frien d of leg itimate u n ion ism. 
On e particu lar section , he feels, wou ld g o 
far toward riddin g Ohio of the “u n ethical an d 
immoral person s who seek person al profit in 
a g reedy an d u n ju stifiable man n er at the 
ex pen se of their fellow workers who repose 
in them a tru st.” 
It wou ld impose prison terms of from 5 to 
20 y ears for person s who con spire to commit 
v iolation s of the in tolerable practices that 
hav e been ou tlawed. There is a v ast dif­ 
feren ce between the restrain in g power of a 
fin e an d a prison sen ten ce. An y on e can pay 
a fin e, or hav e it paid for him. Bu t on ly the 
cu lprit can g o to prison . 
If the Gen eral Assembly acts on Gov . 
DiSalle’s bill to clean u p u n ethical practices 
in labor-man ag emen t relation s, it will do 
more to attract fav orable atten tion to Ohio 
than an y thin g else it mig ht do this y ear, 
aside from prov in g that the state has en ou g h 
fiscal g u mption to stay solv en t while its 
n eig hbors are g oin g broke.

The Repu blican party ’s lon g -ran g e aims an 
aspiration s will be hammered in to a political 
credo by a cross - section policy committee 
u n der the chairman ship of 39 -y ear-old Char­ 
les Hartin g Percy , an u p-^n d-comin g in du s­ 
trial ex ecu tiv e. The project, an n ou n ced by 
Meade Alcorn , Repu blican n ation al chairman , 
is backed by Presiden t Eisen hower, 
It is a sig n ifican t mov e. 
Democrats will fin d it more sig n ifican t than 
Repu blican s, an d that n u merou s ban d of elec­ 
tors who blow with the political win ds will 
fin d it more sig n ifican t than either Repu bli­ 
can s or Democrats. 
If the job is don e well, it cou ld pu t n ew 
v ig or an d bou n ce in to the two-party sy stem. 
Withou t the sy stem, v oters wou ld be robbed 
of the free choice that is the key to their 
power of decision ov er the terms of their 
political ex isten ce. 
It is ex actly the possibility of losin g a free 
choice that is distu rbin g both political parti­ 
san s an d in depen den ts, especially in depen d­ 
en ts. 
Amon g the latter are in clu ded promin en tly 
the poten tial v oters who are n ot takin g the 
trou ble to v ote becau se n either party has 
been offerin g an y thin g that compels their su p­ 
port. They hav e been showin g their in depen d­ 
en ce by stay in g away from the polls. 
Some of them, perhaps most of them, cou ld 
be stimu lated to help make popu lar decision s 
if they had a clear-cu t choice. 


WHEN THE NEW Repu blican committee 
g ets down to work, it will n eed to stu dy 
first of all what the Democratic party stan ds 
for.

To plan t y ou n g leaders who 
will u se an y prov ocation to work 
u p passion ate ou tbu rsts is a rela­ 
tiv ely easy dev ice. It has been re­ 
v ealed in Cu ba in the so-called 
“y ou th mov emen t.” 
While the top officials there v e­ 
hemen tly den y that the Commu ­ 
n ists hav e an y thin g to do with the 
Fidel Castro reg ime, it s an open 
secret in Hav an a that the Commu ­ 
n ists are bu sy cau sin g mischief 
wherev er they can in the little re­ 
pu blic which is stru g g lin g to recov ­ 
er from the ill effects of the Ba- 
tists dictatorship. 
In the Middle East the Commu ­ 
n ist plotters hav e been more su c­ 
cessfu l than an y where else. Ev ery ­ 
on e who has watched the situ ation 
in Eg y pt is aware that the Com­ 
mu n ists hav e play ed an activ e part 
there in an ti-Western demon stra­ 
tion s. 
The Nasser g ov ern men t, which 
at first welcomed su ch su pporters, 
n ow is trou bled by them. Iraq is an 
ex ample of a su ccessfu l con qu est 
by the Commu n ists of a cou n try 
which u n til recen tly was on e of 
America’s stan chest frien ds. 
Despite the den u n ciation s of an y ­ 
thin g that ev en remotely resembles 
an in terv en tion in their own domes­ 
tic affairs, the Sov iets are sepn d- 
in g hu n dreds of million s of dollars 
fomen tin g in tern al trou ble in side 
man y of the cou n tries sy mpathetic 
with the West.

Two at Gunpoint 


Motorist Forced to 


Drive Nine Miles 


HAMILTON, Ohio TAP)—A dark­ 
haired teenage girl sat passively 
in county jail Wednesday night, 
answering questions about the ride 
she forced a man and a boy to 
take at gunpoint. 
The 14-year-old girl, disarmed 
in a police trap here said she 
didn’t want to shoot anyone; she 
just wanted to see her mother, a 
waitress in a Mason truck stop. 
But sheriff’s deputies said the 
girl spent half the nine-mile ride 
Wednesday with a .22 caliber pis­ 
tol at the head of a boy, age 5, and 
the rest of the trip with the gun 
hammed in the ribers of the driver, 
George McGuire, 35. 
Deputies, alerted by a store­ 
keeper in Auburn where the forced 
ride started, had followed the car 
at a discreet distance but hesi­ 
tated at first to close in. 
McGuire said, “ I talked to her 
on the way and tried to get her 
sympathy. I told her I would write 
a note for the sheriff to drop back 
and after we got to where she 
wanted to go, she could go her 
way and I’d go mine.” 
McGuire first talked the girl 
into taking the gun from the boy’s 
head and then persuaded the girl 
to let the youngster, Dwight Beg­ 
ley, out at a filling station. He 
said her lips trembled as she 
gave the boy 40 cents for candy. 
Police and deputies clo§ed in 
when the car stopped in traffic 
here. While her attention was dis­ 
tracted, a detective reached in the 
car window and snatched the gun 
«way. 
Deputies said the girl had’ first 
entered the store of Forrest Waltz 
at Auburn and demanded a ride 
to Hamilton. 
Waltz said he went to get car 
keys—and 
phoned the 
sheriff’s 
office. When he returned with Mc­ 
Guire. a friend, the girl had two 
women and the Begley boy at 
gunpoint. 
McGuire offered to drive her to 
Hamilton but could .¿ot persuade 
her to leave the youngster. 
Officers said the girl, a county 
ward living in an Auburn home, 
was due to be sent to a Columbus 
school next Sunday. She earlier 
had spent time at the Girls’ In­ 
dustrial School and the Columbus 
Juvenile Diagnostic Center.

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When You Buy That Mortgaged Home *7 
Its Your Pocketbook 


Though spring, the traditional 
home buying season, has hardly 
come, the mortgage bankers I’ve 
checked with report more people 
interested in buying homes this 
year than in the recent past. 
The trouble with most of these 
people,” says an FHA official, “ is 
that they simply do not hpve 
the income needed to carry the 
house they’ve set they’re sights 
upon.” 
Added his colleague: “ Ive notice 
too 
few potential home owners 
figure total carrying charges. They 
stop at the cost of the mortgage, 
forgetting the sums needed for 
taxes, insurance, maintenance and 
such. 
‘‘They 
especially 
forget 
that 
once a house is bought they will 
nee<} to deposit sufficient cash to 
cover insurance and 
tax 
pay­ 
ments for at least a year in ad­ 
vance.” 
These two could have talked by 
the hour about what they suspect 
we don’t know about home financ­ 
ing. I pinned them down. 
“ How much,” I asked, “ can a 
self-employed man with a family 
of two children earning $10,000 
a year afford to spend for a home 
What size mortgage should he 
get?’ 


THEY AGREED my questi o n 
was tough, pointing out that today 
much depends upon what is avail­ 
able in the locale in which a 
buyer wishes or is willing to settle. 
They offered the following rule of 
thumb which they claim is classic 
but which may be stretched up­ 
wards a bit nowadays: 
Ideally the cost of a home should 
not exceed two and a half times 
a man’s annual salary. If you 
get $10,000 a year you should con­ 
tent youself with a $25,000 home. 
Monthly carrying charges, 
in­ 
cluding payments on the principle 
and interest on the mortgage, in­ 
surance, local taxes and utilities, 
should not exceed your weekly 
take-home pay. 
These bankers stressed the im­ 
portance of having a safe margin 
of cash available when you close 
for the house. Many a family head 
has found himself caught sh o r t 
because he neglected to provde for 
the reserve or escrow account his 
lending institution requires when 
they grant a mortgage. 
What payment are made from 
this account? Taxes on property, 
fire and windstorm insurance, and 
in the case of an FHA loan, FHA 
insurance. 


HERE’S HOW an escrow account 
works: Let’s take 
tax payments 
as an example. 
Say you take possession of your 
house in June and your local 
taxes totalling $120 for the year 
are due in October and April. Sup­ 
pose too your first mortgage pay­ 
ment is scuduled for August. Pro­ 
rating the $120 anual tax money, 
$10 monthly is to be set aside 
for this purpose. 
When October rolls around, how­ 
ever, you’ve only made your Aug­ 
ust and September payments. Thus 
there are but $20 in the escrow 
account toward the $60 due. To 
avoid this, your lending 
institu­ 
tion figures out in advance of the 
closing how much more will be 
needed to met the first tax bill. 
In this case it is $40 and you 
are required to deposit $40 on the 
day of the closing.

NINETEEN 
Soviets Change Minds Quickly 
On Problem in West Germany

WASHINGTON (AP) - The So­ 
v iets a re a bouncy bunch. 
La st Nov. 27 Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev gave the Western Al­ 
lies a g et . out 
of-Berlin or-else 
wa rning . 
La st Dec. 31 the United States. 
Britain 
and 
France 
suggest 
they a nd the U.S.S.R. have a Big 
Fo ur meeting to discuss Berlin 
a nd the problem of Germany. 
On Jan. 10 the Soviet Union 
sid estep p ed that idea by suggest 
to g a 28-nation conference to dis- 


,cuss a peace settlement with East 
and West Germany. 
On Feb. 16 the Big Three an­ 
swered. brushing off the 28-nation 
idea, by proposing the American, 
Soviet. British and French foreign 
ministers meet. 
On Feb. 24 Premier Khrushchev 
tossed that idea under the bed. 
saying a ministers’ meeting was 
a waste of time, and suggesting 
instead a summit conference. 
On March 2 the Soviets replied 
formally* to the West’s Feb. 16 


note by agreeing to an expanded 
ministers’ conference while say­ 
ing they preferred a summit meet­ 
ing. 
This may seem to mean a Sovi­ 
et retreat and that the heat’s off. 
Not necessarily. First, the Big 
Three have to digest the latest 
Soviet move and give a reply. 
They may lay down some new 
conditions or, if they don’t and 
agree to a ministers’ meeting, the 
Soviets may toss in new condi­ 
tions to mess things up. 
In short: What looked like a cri­ 
sis building up to May 27—when 
Khrushchev wanted the Allies out 
of Berlin—may still be far from 
over. 


It might seem heartening that 
the Soviets suggested that the for­ 
eign ministers start their meet-i 


ing m April and talk for not more 
than three months. 
Three months of talk — if ev­ 


erything was kept frozen by both 


the U.S.S.R. and the West until 
the talks ended — would carry 
the world past the May 27 point. 
But talks so soon by the Big 
Four’s foreign ministers raises a 
point which didn't appear in the 
Soviets’ note but which they no 
doubt had in mind: In a confer­ 
ence 
which 
might last t h r e e 
months, who would do the talking 
for the United States? Secretary 
of 
State 
John 
Foster 
Dulles? 
Hardly. 


He is in the hospital, fighting 
cancer, and at this moment no 
one seems able to say for sure 
*hen or whether he'll be back or 
whether he’ll have to retire. 


A t any rate, almost certainly he 
wouldn’t be ready for talks in 
April 
— at least for talks that 
would go on for months. 
Who then would talk for tlx 
United States0 Some one delegat 
ed to act for Dulles. 


But such a delegate would 
be 
at a tremendous disadvantage and 
no one knows that better than the 
Soviets. 


If Dulles was still secretary’, 
even though not able to attend the 
conference but able to run for­ 
eign affairs, his delegate would 
be unable to make a decision or 
agreement unless it was dicated 
by 
Dulles 
thousands 
of 
miles 
away. 


If before such a ministers’ con­ 
ference Dulles retired and a new 
secretary was appointed, the lat­ 


ter would be at a disadvantage 
anyway. 
It would seem, for one thing, 
he’d need more than a couple of 
weeks to prepare himself. 


Further, since President Eisen­ 
hower's confidence in Dulles has 
been extraordinary, it could hard­ 
ly be expected he'd have the same 
amount of confidence in Dulles' 
successor. 


So the new 
secretary 
would 
have to be second-guessed, prob­ 
ably. by Eisenhower, by Dulles, if 
ne was still able to give advice 
and Eisenhower wanted his 
a d- 
vice. and by the State Department 
staff. 


At this point the Soviets* agree­ 
ment to a foreign ministers’ meet­ 
ing may be more cute than co - 
operative.

Among tTie many captives Nebuchadnezzar carried 
back to Babylon after he conquered Jerusalem was a lad 
named Daniel. 
The Bible does not tell us his exact birthplace, but it 
says be was of noble birth. 
Because he was “well-favored, and skillful in all wis­ 
dom, and cunning in knowledge,” he was selected by 
the king’s chief eunuch to become one of the pages in 
Nebuchadnezzar’s court. 
Daniel was a boy who was not afraid to say "no." 
When the tutor who had been placed in charge o f 
him offered him Babylonian food and wine, "Daniel 
purposed in his heart that he would not defile himself.” 
To have accepted the food would have been to 
sho w 
great irreverance to God. For the Chaldean food 
was 
always offered first to their idols, before it was brought 
to the table. 
The eunuch, Melzar, told Daniel he feared that the 
king would behead him if he saw the Hebrew boys grow 
thin and learned that they had not been fed the food 
ordered by him. 
Daniel proposed that he allow some of the boys to 
eat Hebrew food for ten days. At the end of that time, 
if they were not as healthy looking as the others, "as 
thou seest, deal with thy servants.” 
Melzar consented and Daniel ate pulse—the pressed 
seeds and grain he had eaten at home. At the end of 
ten days, the faces of the boys who ate this food 
“appeared fairer and fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the king s meat.” 
This act of courage, and many that followed it, helped 
Daniel and his three friends—Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah— to face wild beasts, and the fiery furnace 
without flenching. 
"God gave them knowledge and skill in all learning 
and wisdom,” the Bible say s. "And Daniel had under­ 
standing in all visions and dreams.” 
It was this strange gift—the ability to interpret dreams 
— that later won for Daniel a place of honor and influ­ 
ence in the Babylonian court. 
Fo r it was he who interpreted the dreams o f Nebu­ 
chadnezzar, and translated the flaming words that 
appeared mysteriously on the walls of the king’s banquet
